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FRANCE MAKES AN EFFORT 
For the 13th time in considerably less th a n six 
y ears the mercu rial French hav e a new Cabinet. 
The Popu lar Front Gov ernment, after 19 m onths 
u nder two Premiers, has been releg ated to the 
limbo of past bu t not forg otten thing s. 
The 
prophets wou ld hav e u s believ e it is dead bey ond 
rev iv al. Only time will tell. 
For 13 m onths Leon Blu m, F rance’s first So­ 
cialist Premier, kept the nation on fairly ev en 
keel, thou g h to do so he had to hav e assistance 
of the Commu nists who, nev ertheless, wou ld not 
take any Cabinet posts. The same was tru e in 
the six m onths’ adm inistration of Camille Chau - 
temps, Radical Socialist, who was forced ou t last 
week by lack of confidence in the Cham ber of 
Depu ties, bu t has been tu rned to ag ain as a last 
resort by President Le Br u n, when Georg es Bon­ 
net failed and' M. Blu m abandoned the attem pt. 
The Chau tem ps era g rew storm ier and stormier, 
thou g h his party ! despite its name, is less ra d­ 
ical th a n th a t of M. Blu m. The bou rg eosie dis­ 
tru sted the big spending prog ram, strikes were 
prev alent, free capital took flig ht bey ond French 
borders and the franc fell in consequ ence. 
M. Chau tem ps resu mes control with a ministry 
in wdiich not ev en the Socialists are willing to be 
represented, thou g h they are a t least g iv ing him 
lip serv ice. The G ov ernment has thu s definitely 
mov ed in the direction of the rig ht. 
Conditions in France are definitely seriou s and 
B ritain and the United States, the other big 
democracies, are looking anx iou sly in her direc­ 
tion. The rewards to the politically su ccessfu l 
u nder ou r written Constitu tion hav e almost from 
the beg inning made for a tw o-party sy stem. The 
British, w ithou t a w ritten charter, tend the same 
way . Grou ps headed in the same g eneral direc­ 
tion combine u nder one party , whereas in France, 
also with a Parliam entary sy stem, they are sep­ 
arated into respectiv e parties withou t necessarily 
wide differences. This is du e more, of cou rse, to 
the Gallic tem peram ent th an to lack of fu nda­ 
m ental stability , as the history of the Third Re­ 
pu blic amply demonstrates. 
W hen the tocsin 
sou nds dang er, the French, despite their v ola­ 
tility , find no difficu lty in cohesion. 
At the m om ent their perplex ities are in­ 
creased immeasu rably by the fact th a t they 
hav e on their borders two Fascist nations, G er­ 
m any and Italy , and may find a third in Spam.

CHINA FIGHTS BACK 
W ith the Chinese time has nev er been a press­ 
ing factor in life. Patience is one of their v irtu es 
and endu rance is another. 
They hav e nev er 
bu rned themselv es ou t, which is probably one 
reason why the ag es are kind to them. W ars 
come, also famines and floods, bu t they endu re. 
Recent dispatches from China g ain in sig ni­ 
ficance when considered ag ainst the backg rou nd 
of the nation’s long history . They indicate th a t 
C hina’s will to resist has not been broken by the 
almost u ninterru pted su ccession of military re­ 
v erses ex perienced since the Japanese inv aders 
land on her soil and th a t a new spirit and a new 
determ ination are making themselv es manifest. 
From Chinese sou rces come reports, a t least 
partially confirmed by Tokio, of really sensation­ 
al Chinese su ccesses, inclu ding the captu re of 
the town of Tsining , after a su rprise c ou nter-at­ 
tack deliv ered ov er the frozen G rand Canal, a 
disastrou s Japanese 
retreat in Shansi before 
G eneral Chu T eh’s reformed Red Chinese fig ht­ 
ers, and a seriou s Chinese th reat to Japanese 
m ilitary positions arou nd Nanking . Reg ardless of 


the deg ree of accu racy of these reports, they 
m u st be accepted as a t least sig nificant of rev iv ed 
power and determ ination on the pa rt of the Chi­ 
nese armies and their leaders. 
Those who v iew the Chinese cau se w ith fav or 
m u st concede reg retfu lly th a t the Japanese in­ 
v aders hav e mov ed forward at a 
trem endou s 
rate of speed. On the brig hter side of the pic­ 
tu re, howev er, there is the heartening circu m ­ 
stances th a t the hu m an resou rces of China hav e 
been draw n u pon to only an infinitesimal deg ree. 
W ithin the last six weeks alone, it is reported, 
recru iting in the central prov inces is said to hav e 
added 750,000 men to C hiang ’s streng th. F u rth e r­ 
more, Chinese morale apparently is u nimpaired. 
Already the war in China has been prolong ed 
far bey ond the ex pectations of the Japanese war 
lords, who had planned and hoped for qu ick 
su ccess throu g h a swift, merciless and ru thlessly 
destru ctiv e campaig n. Su ch a cam paig n has been 
condu cted and v ictory has not been won. Ev ery 
day the war is prolong ed increases the dang er 
th a t Japan, approaching bankru ptcy , will be 
plu ng ed into an u pheav al at home. 


Ex perience of twenty y ears ag o prov ed th a t 
when the home front cracks u nder the strain the 
troops in the field, reg ardless of cou rag e or com­ 
petency , are beaten.

The G erm an pu bli liers will be so m any C har­ 
lie McCarthy s on ' - 
knee of Goebbels and his 
assistants,

abou t the g lories of National Socialism. For th a t 
reason 48 American pu blishers hav e pu blicly de­ 
clined to attend or be represented a t the Leipzig 
g athering . They hav e a profou nd respect for the 
part th a t G erm any has play ed in the past in the 
dissemination of the printed word. They c a n­ 
not. howev er, stom ach the su ppression of free 
speech, free press and free assembly . They rev olt 
a t the idea of discu ssing in all seriou sness the 
resolu tion of the G erm an pu blishers for “the 
ag reem ent whose pu rpose is su ppression at the 
sou rce of ail books libeling the head of a state.” 


For “libeling ” su bstitu te “criticizing ’’ and the 
official G erm an intent becomes clear. This cen­ 
sorship is plainly inspired by a dictatorship so 
sensitiv e to criticsm and ridicu le th a t Charlie 
Chaplin “stills” cannot be shown in G erm any 
becau se—to keep ou r chronolog y straig ht—Hitler 
chase to copy the com edian’s mu stache. 
Before the g reat war Germany , in the opinion 
of a g ood m any American scholars, held a world 
“h ig h” in edu cation, despite the fact th a t there 
was deliberate class stratification in the directing 
of y ou th toward academic or “practical” training 
in the secondary schools. In philosophy , history 
and science, at least, her u niv ersities were second 
to none. She has still a larg e cu ltiv ated class th a t 
m u st be g riev ed bey ond measu re by denial of 
freest approx im ation to u ltim ate tru th. 
To these men and women 
the flou ting by 
American pu blishers—a nd their lead is likely to 
be followed by others—is abou t the nadir, inte r­ 
nationally , of G erm any ’s intellectu al deg radation.

Cannes, France, Jan. 24 ( J P )— 
David Lloyd George said today 
the future of human liberty for 
many generations to come de­ 
pends on what the Democratic 
powers do together. 
Great 
Britain’s 
outspoken 
World War prime minister, scan­ 
ning the turbulent international 
situation on the occasion of his 
Golden 
Wedding 
anniversary, 
cast Soviet Russia, Germany and 
Italy in the same category as 
countries where liberty is remote. 
He described Premier Benito 
Mussolini of Italy as perhaps the 
most skillful bluffer in Europe to­ 
day, adding that ll Duce was 
playing with “very poor cards.” 
“The real cards are in 
the 
hands of the truly Democratic 
powers,” 
Lloyd 
George 
said. 
“When the time comes, they will 
make a clean sweep of the table. 
“The future of human liberty 
for many generations to come 
depends on France, the United 
States and Great Britain and 
what they do together, working 
on parallel lines. 
“The parrot cry about saving 
the world from Communism by 
Messrs. 
Hitler 
and 
Mussolini 
leaves me cold. Fascism as ex­ 
tolled by Mussolini, Naziism as 
practiced by Hitler and Bolshe­ 
vism as exploited by Stalin re­ 
veal to me no fundamental dif­ 
ferences. 
“Liberty Is just as remote in 
Germany and Italy as it is in 
Russia.” 
Lloyd George said Great Bri- I 
tain is “not afraid” of the future, j 
He added that Britain still de- | 
sired peace but “we bent our! 
backs to the load in 1914 and j 
1918. We can and will do the I 
same again should the 
need 
arise.” 
If France should be invaded by 
“an autocratic power,” he as­ 
serted, “there is not a party in 
England that would not rally im­ 
mediately to the side of France.” 
Regarding Great Britain’s po­ 
sition in the Mediterranean, he 
said “we are not afraid in any 
way whatever.”

He was 
sentenced to prison for his in­ 
flammatory poems, but escaped 
to Hungary. 
Before Rumania’s entry into 
the World War he returned and 
agitated for

against 
Austria. Then he wrote propa­ 
ganda urging the provinces of 
Siebenbuergen and Bukowina to 
join Rumania. He served as 
volunteer in the Rumanian army. 
When peace came, he was ad­ 
viser to the Rumanian peace del­ 
egation in Paris. Subsequently he 
began his political career, first 
as minister of education 
and 
then as minister of interior in 
the cabinet of Marshal Averescu, 
with whom he broke in 1921 to
